WASHINGTON, March 22 — Restating 
Saudi Arabia's twin goals of stabilization of 
the price of oil and avoidance of an energy 
crisis. Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani termed the emergency 
meeting of OPEC in Vienna as successful, 
particularly for the future of oil consuming 
countries. 

Interviewed by ABC -TV’s David Brink- 
ley, via satellite from Austria, Yamani ack- 
nowledged that some "new ground may have 
been broken.” 

“ I think we were facing the possibilities of a 
price deterioration,” Yamani said. “If this 
happens, then immediately so many invest- 
ments which were already made in the held of 
alternative sources of energy will become 
unprofitable.” 

Yamani told his Washington interviewers 
that the OPEC decision to limit oil produc- 
tion to 1 8 million barrels a day, whDe main- 
taining a ceiling price of $34 per barrel, will 
fieip-the smaller oil companies to avoid bank- 
ruptcy or” being swallowed” by the major op 
com^ames. He als o said th at the OPEC 
action, accompanied by what he termed an 
independent Saudi derision to further cut 
production in that country to 7 million barrels 
per day had averted an energy crisis in the 
80s. 

Sheikh Yamani explained the existence of 
the current oO glut on a sudden price rise in 
1979 and 1980. the international recession 
and the attempt by some consumers to draw 
supplies from inventories at a much higher 
rate than usual. ’ * • 

“We suspect that there might be a conspi- 
racy,” Yamani said of this attempt by some of 
the cartel's members to “draw down” on oil 
stockpiles. “I think that when we know for 
sure that there is at least four million barrels 
daily, and then we hear that.it is much less 
than two million bands, we know, that if 
someone is. lying, then definitely there is 
something behind it.” . .

DACCA. March 22 (AFP) - Saudi Ara- 
bia is to provide an aircraft for the repatria- 
tion of Pakistan nationals stranded in Bangl- 
adesh expected to start in the second week of 
next month, a Foreign Office spokesman said 
here Monday.

RIYADH, March 22 — King KhaJed and 
Philippines President Ferdinand Marcos 
held talks here Monday which covered 
bilateral relations and the Muslim problem 
in the Philippines.

President Marcos briefed the King on the 
situation in the Philippines and expressed 
his determination to solve the Muslim prob- 
lem within the context of national unity and 
the Tripoli Agreement which was signed 
with the Moro Liberation Front in Libya 
1977. The OIC Secretary General Habib 
Chatti, conferred in Jeddah Sunday with 
Moro leader Nur Misuari who arrived in the 
country Friday.

Crown Prince Fahd. Prince Abdullah, the' 
second deputy premier and commander of 
the National Guard - Defense Minister 
Prince Sultan and ten other ministers. Pres- 
ident Marcos' side included his wife Imelda.

At a press conference held later on Presi- 
dent Marcos said he had very satisfying 
talks with King Khaled, Prince Fahd and 
other ministers of the Kingdom.

These cover participation in priority 
areas apart from the construction industry, 
such as mining industry, education skills, 
training food production and agriculture.

Zia vows to hold poll 


LAHORE, March 22 (R) — Pakistani 
President Muhammad Zia-Ul-Haq. said 
Sunday night that a dangerous atmosphere 
had developed in the country. 

But he said recent unrest would not divert 
his administration from its timetable for end- 
ing martial law and holding general elections. 
If elections were held now. Gen. Zia said, 
there would be a worse crisis than the distur- 
bances that led to the coup in July 1977 in 
which he ousted the government of Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. 

He said the country was not ready forelec- 
tions. He would not leave Pakistan in a 
“mess” or allow anyone in bis government to 
leave under the present circumstances, he 
said. Demonstrations have been held at some 
universities in the past month and, for the 


first time since political gatherings and activ- 
ity were banned two and a half years ago. 
discontent has spilled on to the streets in sev- 
eral protest rallies. 

Gen. Zia indirectly linked the unrest to a 
relaxation in press censorship. He ended 
pre- censorship of newspapers two months 
ago and since then they have widely reported 
political activities. 

Speaking to reporters at the end of a visit to 
Pakistan's second largest city, Lahore, where 
20,000 school teachers demonstrated last 
week for higher emoluments, he said that 
neither he nor the press had its own political 
party. “We will swim and sink together 
because the atmosphere that has been cre- 
ated for about one month or so is dangerous,” 
he said. 


Iran claims foiling coup bid 


LONDON, March 22 (R) - A plot to 
overthrow the Iranian government, including 
plans to bomb the residence of Ayatollah 
Khomeini, has been discovered and 25 of its 
leaders arrested, the Iranian news agency 
IRNA said. 

Revolutionary guards uncovered the sch- 
eme, helped by army commanders and pers- 
onnel, according to 1RN A. monitored by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation (BBC). 
1 RN A, quoting an announcement by the gua- 
rds, said weapons, ammunition and doc u- 


French leftists routed in local poll 



PARIS. March 22 (Agencies) — Decisive 
local election gains have strengthened 
France's conservative opposition and posed a 
problem for the Socialist administration, nine 
months after it swept into office. 

The Socialist party failed in final round 
polling Sunday for department, or county 
councils to reverse a first round slide to the 
opposition RPR and UDF groups. Despite an 
all-out campaign last week led by Prime 
Minister Pierre Mauroy, the Socialists and 
their left-wing allies took onty‘31 percent of 
the council seats. They are expected to lose 
control of between six and eight of the 95 
departments. They held 44. 

The foreign exchange market reacted- 
quickly to the results and thefranc, battered 
in a speculative tide last week, came under 
new pressure, falling to record lows against 
the dollar and the West German mark. With 
about 30 percent of the vote, the Socialist 
Party remains France’s most popular party, 
but political leaders and commentators from 
both sides said the electorate had given a 
lesson to the administration of President 
Francois Mitterrand. 

The biggest victor in the cantonal elections 
was the neo-Gaullist Rassemblement Pour la 
Republique (RPR). led by former Prime 
Minister and presidential candidate Jacques 
Chirac The RPR took over 348 seats, con- 
firming its positions as the main opposition 
grouping and strengthening Chirac’s role as 
effective leader of the opposition. 


Lionel Jospin, who became Socialist Party 
leader after Mitterrand ran for the presi- 
dency, noted the department elections were 
local and posed no threat to the Socialist 
absolute majority in parliament, but he 
added: “The left lost.” Party spokesmen 
attributed the left-wing losses to a failure to 
get over the message of their political prog- 
ram of sweeping economic and social 
reforms, including nationalization and decen- 
tralization. 

Political analysts said the Socialists’ 
toughest problem was likely to be the future 
of its alliance with the Communist Party, a big 
loser in the local voting. The Communists lost 
45 council seats, scoring only around 1 5 per- 
cent of the two-round vote, continuing a 
trend of waning popularity that began with 
the rise of the Socialist Party in the early 
1970s. 

The Communists, who used to dominate 
the French left, blamed the setback on what it 
said was a determination by the right to wield 
all the weapons at its disposal, including con- 
trol over the media and financial institutions.

TEL AVIV. March 22 (Agencies) — 
Israeli soldiers shot dead a Palestinian teen- 
ager and wounded two others Monday, the 
fourth straight day of anti-Israeli uprising in 
the West Bank. 

The military command claimed the troops 
were trapped by a violent mob in a Palesti- 
nian refugee camp and they open fire there. 
“As a result of Lhis fire, one resident was 
killed and two wounded.'* a spokesman said. 

Muhammad Hamad Elbabha. 1 7. killed in 
the Dir A mar Refugee Camp lb kms north of 
Jerusalem, was the second Arab to die of 
Israeli gunfire in the latest unrest. The first 
was killed Saturday in the nearby town of El 
Bireh. 

Israeli authorities arc probing the death of 
another Arab last Tuesday. A Zionist settler 
from the West Bank is being held on suspi- 
cion of shooting the man. Attackers threw a 
firebomb at an Israeli officer in Jenin, in the 
northern West Bank, and at an Israeli bus. 
The military and police said there were no 
casualties. 

Israel radio said another bus was pelted 
with stones near Ramallah. and disturbances 
also were reported in Nablus and Hebron. 

In Nablus, the West Bank's biggest town, 
troops broke into a school in pursuit of youths 
who threw rocks at them from a roof. Several 
pupils fainted from teargas but recovered, the 
radio said. 

The Israeli occupation forces hauled Pales- 
tinian officials to work Monday and tried to 
force open Arab shops in a bid to smash the 
four-day-old general strike over Israeli 
policies. Troops arrested many shopkeepers 
who refused to open their shutters. By noon, 
they had forced open only a small number of 
shops in Bethlehem and at Tulkarem in the 
north West Bank. 

Hundreds of troops and police were mobil- 
ized to break the strike. Tourists stayed off 
the streets which were patrolled by scores of 
military vehicles. 

But despite the pressure, the Arab shops 
remained closed. Reports from other -Cw.us 
said Israeli soldiers had welded down the 


shutters of shops in reprisal.

A foreign ministry spokesman said 
Shantir told the Foreign Affairs and Sec- 
urity Committee of Parliament that 
Ambassador Moshe Arens' statement was 
in line with government policy . He 
declined to give details, but Israel radio 
quoted Shamir as telling the committee 
Israel would not agree to negotiate 
forever on autonomy. 

If no end was in sight. Shamir was 
quoted as saying, "then we wifi face a 
number of options w hich we wilfehave to 
weigh.” Arens' statement surprisvh most 
observers, and drew criticism from oppos- 
ition politicians. Shamir was quoted as 
admitting that Arens' remarks “may have 
contained stresses which have not been 
\ heard in the p ast.” ^

Kabul postpones new year fete 


ISLAMABAD. March 22 (Agencies) — 
Afghan insurgent groups in Pakistan held ral- 
lies Sunday observing Afghanistan Day but 
the Babrak Karma! regime of Afghanistan 
said it postponed the traditional Afghan 
“Nauroze * new year celebrations, also falling 
on the day. 

The state-owned Radio Kabul-said earlier 
the celebrations marking the start of the 
Afghan year 1361 Sunday will be postponed 
until March 26. The radio gave no reasons for 
the postponement, but Western diplomatic 
observers and Afghan rebel lenders. in Pakis- 
tan said they believed the Kabul regime was 
in fear of possible insurgent attacks against 
the Communist regime should the celebra- 


tions be held in Afghanistan Sunday. The call 
for Afghanistan Day had been made by U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan “... in order to 
coverup the U.S. and imperialist interference 
in Afghan affairs. 

In Peshawar, a Pakistani town hear the 
Pakistan- Afghanistan border, rebel groups 
held two separate rallies, both denouncing 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and reaf-' 
finning their determination to continue their 
fight “till victory.” 

About 500 refugees also demonstrated 
outside the Soviet Embassy in New Delhi. 

Meanwhile, the Western world renewed its 
condemnation of the Soviet presence in 
Afghanistan, but British Foreign Secretaiy 
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Lord Carrington admitted that diplomatic 
pressure had so far done little for the Afghan 
people. 

In a radio interview. in Locdon, Lord Car- 
rington said almost the entire world was now 
united against the Soviet Union over 
Afghanistan. “Alas, it hasn’t done veiy 
much, except keep up the diplomatic pres- 
sure and this is what we’re doing,” he said. 

•British announced extra aid for the 
refugees. The government said h would give 
the refugees in Pakistan Si. 8 million in 
response to an appeal from the Pakistan gov- 
ernment. 

U.S. Vice President George Bush, keynote 
speaker at a Kennedy Center reception high- 
lighting “Afghanistan Day” activities organ- 
ized by the Committee for a Free Afghanis- 
tan. called on the Soviets to retreat. “ Let me 
say to the Soviet leaders: End the suffering. 
Take your troops out of Afghanistan. 

In New Yorir City, about 2,000 demons- 
trators, many of Afghan origin, marched 
Sunday afternoon behind a line of children 
carrying letters that spelled out “Free 
Afghanistan.” In Los Angeles, nearly 300 
demonstrators marched in the Westwood 
area, then staged a peaceful rally at the fed- 
eral building. The marchers included 
refugees from Afghan is tan and their families. 

West German Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher warned the Soviet Union 
against believing that the international public 
would forget what was happening iii 
Afghanistan. Genscher said Afghan refugees 
were living in bitter need in many parts of the 
world and appealed to West Germans for 
cash donations to help them. 

An official statement from Belgium on 
behalf of the 10 European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC) countries said: “It is important 
to set in motion a political solution to the 
Afghan crisis without delay.” Piet Dankert, 
the newly-elected president of the European 
Parliament, said the assembly, which origi- 
nated the idea of Afghanistan Day last 
December, would continue to focus interna- 
tional opinion on Afghanistan “to enable the 
Afghan people to forge their own destiny 
again without outside interference.” 

Norway contributes 
$4.58m to UNRWA 

AMMAN, March 22 (R) — The govern- 
ment of Norway has contributed $4.58 mil- 
lion to the United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees (UNRWA), 
the agency has announced. 

The contribution for 1 982 is an increase of 
about $800,000 over the amount Norway 
originally pledged for this year. Since 
UNRWA began operations in the Middle 
East in 1950, Norway has contributed over 
$30 million, the agency said. UNRWA pro- 
vides health, education and relief services to 
Palestinian refugees in Jordan, Lebanon, 
Syria and the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip.

EEC steps 


KUWAIT, March 22 (Agencies) — Turk- 
ish President Kenaw Evren denied Monday 
the presence of any training camps in his 
country for Iranian opposition forces. “This 
is in contravention of the basic principles of 
Turkish foreign policy.” Evren told a press 
conference at the end of a three-day visit to 
Kuwait. “It is a fabrication by those who con- 
sider deterioration of Turkish-Iranian rela- 
tions to be in their interest'' “We have main- 
tained strict neutrality toward the Iran-lraq 
war," he added. 

Turkey hoped the J 8-month war would 
end as soon as posable. He said the peace 
efforts by the Organization of Islamic Con- 
ference(OlC) Committee were continuing 
and making progress. The nine-man commit- 
tee visited the two waning capitals earlier this 
■month. 

Evren said Turkey supports the Gulf 


Cooperation Council (GCC), which links 
Kuwait with Saudi Arabia, the United Arab 
Emirates, Bahrain, Qatar and Oman in a 
framework for economic integration and 
joint defense. 

“Developments in the Middle East have 
brought Gulf security to the fore.” he said. 

Evren vehemently denounced Israel as 
“the major source of instability in the Middle 
East*' and criticized its annexation of Arab 
East Jerusalem. But he skirted questions on 
whether Turkey would rupture diplomatic 
relations with Israel, saying that Turkey- 
lsrael relations have been “reduced to a 
minimum'' and that cooperation was “practi- 
cally nonexistent." 

Evren expressed concern over the plight of 
Afghanistan refugees. He said Turkey had 
agreed to accept some of those refugees “to 
heal their wounds." 


Eritrean groups to meet in Tunis 


BRUSSELS. March 22 (API — Arab 
ambassadors in Brussels Monday pressed 
Belgium and the European Community to 
force Israel to give up the annexation of Arab 
territories. 

The ambassadors expressed “their deep 
concern over the present situation of the 
Arab population living under the yoke of 
Israeli occupation, victims of overall meas- 
ures of terror.'* They said, “This escalation of 
terror by Israeli authorities is the result of 
their wiil to continue the annexation of all 
occupied Arab territories and it was encour- 
aged by the position adopted by the member 
states of the European Community who 
refused to vote in favor of the United Nations 
General Assembly resolution recommending 
sanctions against Israel.” 

"Therefore," the ambassadors “sent a 
pressing appeal to Belgium and the European 
Community so that they revise their position 
and take coercive measures against Israel." 


DOHA, March 22 (AFP) — Rival Erit- 
rean resistance movements will meet in Tunis 
soon under the auspices of the Arab League 
to discuss ways of working together against 
Ethiopian attacksiEritrean Liberation Front 
(ELF) leader Osman Saleh Sebi said here. 

In a statement released here during a tour 
of the six- member states of the Gulf Cooper- 
ation Council Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Kuwait, Oman, Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates — Sebi said the meeting would 
cover the various aspects of coordination and 


cooperation to enable the groups to meet 
Ethiopia “politically and militarily.” 

The other main group in the fight to make 
Ethiopia's province of Eritrea independent is 
the Eritrean People's Liberation Front 
(EPLF). The ELF is now thought to be 
almost inactive in the war. 

The ELF leader accused Ethiopia in his 
statement of trying to “ .abolish the Arab 
language and the Islamic religion in Eritrea 
and isolate the country culturally from the 
Arabic-Zslamic nation."

KHARTOUM, March 22 (AFP) — Moroc- 
.can Foreign Minister Muhammad Boucetta 
has delivered a message from King Hassan to 
Sudan's President Jaffar Numeiri relating to 
the Western Sahara issue, which is currently 
dividing African states, the Sudanese news 
agency Suna reported. 

Boucetta arrived here Sunday night for his

.Sudan was one of the states which walked 
out of the ministerial meeting in Addis 
Ababa at which the disputed Saharan state 
was admitted. Suna quoted Boucetta as say- 
ing the message dealt in particular with the 
split in the OAU over the admission -of Shara 
by the OAU Secretary-General Edem 
Kodjo. 


ISLAMABAD, March 22 (AP) — Chin- 
ese Vice Premier Ji Pengfei arrived here 
Monday for discussions on international 
issues and bDateral relations with Pakistani 
leaders, it was reported. 

Ji. accompanied by Vice Foreign Minister 
Han Nianlong and armed forces deputy chief 
of staff Zhang Zhen, will attend Pakistan's 
national day celebrations, Xinhua said earlier 
in Peking. Before leaving, Ji said, “In the past 
35 years, the Pakistani government and peo- 
ple have made remarkable achievements in 
safeguarding their national independence 
and sovereignty and in developing the 
national economy." 

He said “intimate friendship” between the 
two countries “has been constantly develop- 
ing."

Militia clashes stop in S. Lebanon 


BEIRUT. March 22 (AP) — A ceasefire 
Monday halted three days of heavy fighting 
between pro-Iranian Amal militiamen and 
supporters of Iraq in South Lebanon that left 
a total of 1 1 killed and 1 8 wounded, a police 
spokesman here reported. 

The spokesman, who refused to be named 
in keeping with government rules, said the 
clashes with machine guns, mortar and rocket 
propelled grenades stopped shortly before 
dawn in the mountain top village of Ain Qana 
and adjacent hamlets. 


The area is about 25 kms southeast of the 
Mediterranean port city of Sidon, provincial 
capital of South Lebanon. Ranged in the 
fighting were the Amal organization and an 
alliance of the pro-Iraqi Baath Party and the 
Organization of Communist Action in Leba- 
non (OCAL), according to the spokesman. 

. The rivalry touched off a chain of armed 
dashes in Lebanese cities that claimed scores 
of lives in the last two years and involved 
frequent rocket attacks on the Iranian and 
Iraq embassies in Beirut. 


BONN, (AP) — President Siad Barre of 
Somalia arrives Thursday for a two-day visit 
and talks with Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, 
the government announced. Barre is on a 
European tour and was recently in the United 
States. 


BEIRUT, (AFP) — A 550-man Lebanese 
gendarmerie unit Monday replaced an all- 
Syrian Arab Deterrent Force detachment 
which withdrew from the northern Lebanese 
city of Triploi late last month. Lebanese radio 
reported. The Syrian troops were redeployed 
just outside city limits after fighting which left 
25 dead and 70 wounded.

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WEST BANK UPRISING 

Hie Palestinians in the West Bank are standing as one man 
against this round of terror from this Israeli occupying 
authorities. Most of the towns and villages of 'the area are 
under siege by the occupying army, with a curfew imposed on 
the area as a whole. 

The confrontation, which is not the first and will not be the 
last as long as the occupation remains, comes as a reaction to 
the dismissal of Mayor Ibrahim al TawiI of El Bireh by the- 
Israeli “civilian administration’' of the West Bank. Mayor 
TawiI had refused to .cooperate with the administration, 
whose establishment he sees as a first step toward the com- 
plete annexation of the West Bank. All of the other mayors 
have declared their solidarity with him, and are thinking of 
resigning to emphasize their stand. 

While the Palestinian defiance on the West Bank was 
expected, given the increasing Israeli provocation, Israel itself 
is seen as having a specific aim, which is judged by observers as 
linked to the handover of the rest of Sinai to Egypt by April- 
25, and the effect this might have on the moribund “ autonomy 
talks” between the two countries. Israel, according to this 
view, is readying itself to announce formal annexation of the 
West Bank, using Egypt's refusal to meet in Jerusalem for the 
resumption of the talks as a pretext 

On Israel's other front, the moves on the West Bank are 
seen as part of the constant war being waged against the PLO. 
International pressures have up to now prevented an all-out 
onslaught on the Palestinians in South Lebanon, so the West’ 
Bank is to pay the price. 

Saudi Arabian press review 


The international solidarity 
with the just cause of the Muslims 
of Afghanistan and the deteriora- 
tion of the situation in the 
occupied West Bank appeared for 
editorial comment in Monday's 
newspapers. 

Al -Riyadh cautioned the 
Islamic states to be fully on alert 
for a possible battle witb the 
enemies of Islam, “since 
Afghanistan seems to be their first 
experience for confronting the 
designs of the superpowers which 
oppose the existence of Islam as 
the third power in the world.” 

“Moreover, the superpowers 
are resorting to war against Islam 
following their failure to influence 
Muslim believers,” the paper 
noted. 

“Islam is the sole motive power 
of Muslims in Afghanistan, who 
are fighting an unequal battle with 
a superpower like the Soviet 
Union, whose troops are using the 
most sophisticated and dangerous 
weapons against the Muslim 
Mujahedeen. The Muslim people 
of Afghanistan are strong in their 
determination to defend their 
religion and country against the 
Communist invasion. It is regrett- 
able to see the international com- 
munity keeping silent on the 
long-range Communist strategy 
which aims to prolong the war 
against the Muslims, regardless of 
how many Afghan children, 
women and innocent people are 
(fille d by the invading Soviet 
troops,” the paper wrote. 

Al -jVadwfl'praised the initiative 
of a large number of countries to 
mark March 21 as a solidarity day 
with the Muslims of Afghanistan. 


It called on the international 
community to do something more 
than the denunciation of the 
Soviet occupation of an inde- 
pendent Muslim country. “The 
nations of the free world are in a 
position to use some available 
means for pressuring Moscow to 
withdraw its troops from 
Afghanistan by placing the Soviet. 
Union in a critical position ,” the 
paper observed. 

Okaz called for a clear-cut and 
well-defined strategy and action 
by utilizing the resources and 
potentials of the Islamic nation for 
facing the dangerous Communist 
military imperialism in Afghanis- 
tan. 

The paper felt the next Islamic 
foreign ministers’ conference to 
be held in Niamey (Niger) will 
provide an excellent chance for 
mobilizing the Islamic nation's 
potentials in support of the 
Afghanistan issue. 

Al -Madinah noted the Muslim

The only hope 
for peace in 
Middle East

I was on my way to attend a United Nations 
conference in North Yemen and, before going on to 
Sanaa by way of Jeddah, I wasable to spend the best 
part of a week on both sides of the Jordan. Hie 
places 1 visited and many of the people I met were 
dearly familiar to me from the many years of my 
early overseas experience, and from frequent sub- 
sequent visits. What a joy to see Amman, 
Jerusalem, Bethlehem and Nablus again — and 
how beautiful the countryside with the trees begin- 
ning to flower in the dear sunlight. 

I went to see King Hussein of Jordan, the mayors 
of Bethlehem and Jerusalem and Nablus, Jordanian 
ministers and other leaders in Amman and 
Jerusalem, officials of the Israeli Foreign Ministry, 
and many old friends. There was intense interest in 
what French President Mitterrand was doing and 
saying in Jerusalem. His visit was enthusiastically 
hailed by the Israeli government as a most welcome 
sign of French friendship, but the Israeli govern- 
ment and public were taken aback by tbe force of 
bis main contention that the Palestinians have a 
right to a homeland of their own. “The Palestine 
Arabs’', he said, “deserve their own state and the 
FLO is a constituent element in tbe process of get- 
ting that state.” This drew an immediate hot 
adverse response from Israeli Prime Minister 
Meuahem Begin. 

Against this background of heated controversy I 
was eager to find out the prevailing Palestinian and 
Israeli attitudes. 

I found amongst Arabs ou both sides of the Jor- 
dan desperation and despair. The Israeli policies of 
colonization and annexation of Arab land and 
water are pursued apace, and everywhere I went I 
found amongst Palestinians of all kinds a bitter 
resentment of the repressive measures of the Israeli 
authorities. Four Palestinian mayors were allowed 
to meet Claude Cheysson, the French foreign minis- 
ter, during Mitterrand's visit but otherwise they are 
□ever permitted to meet together. In Bir Zeit stu- 
dents are sent away from their University. School- 
children are imprisoned and their parents pre- 
vented from seeing them. There was scarcely a 
Palestinian family I met which had not some angry 
grievance. And, as a reminder of more menacing 
confrontations, I found all the shops in the Old City 
of Jerusalem shut in protest at a clash with Israeli 
students who had forced their- way to. pray in the 
Muslim Haram area. 

* I found amongst most of the Palestinians I met in 
Amman, Jerusalem and Nablus, a greater tension, a 
feeling of dread that the slide toward fee precipice 
of greater disaster was now inrreversfble. Some new 
explosion was regarded as Inevitable. And the best 
that some could suggest for the future was that the 
coming greater conflict might possibly itself create 
an international will at last to find a settlement in 
peace. But what would be left? 

; . My attention was directed by oneprominent Jor- 
danian to a leader thatdayin ah En glish newspaper 
suggesting that renewed war might involve bomb- 
ing of crowded cities including Damascus and Tel 
Aviv. Horrible thought — but not to be lightly 
dismissed. 

On fee Israeli side there is a corresponding anxi- 
ety, including a concern feat recent actions and 
statements by the Begin government, particularly 
the annexation of the Syrian Golan, bad alienated 
international opinion; and Begin’s violent abuse of 
European leaders had caused some dismay. But any 
thought of a negotiated settlement seemed more 
remote than ever. And when Begin collapsed at the 
official dinner for Mitterrand there was concern not 
only for Begin’s health but also for his judgment. It 
was feared feat he might become even more viol- 
ently aggressive. 

Meanwhile, such misgivings and some mild 
rebukes from Washington were however dis- 
counted by the encouragement to the Israeli repres- 
sive policies provided by the uninterrupted supply 
of massive American support in money and arms. A 
further increase of the U.S. allocation to Israel to 
two and a half billion dollars was announced while I 
was in Jerusalem, and so on neither side was there 
talk or prospect of peace. 

The expectations aroused by the Saudi Arabian 
peace proposals, and similar ideas put forward by 
Jordan, had apparently been left aside, while 
nothing had been recently heard of the European- 
Venice declaration. 

On tins there was bitter Arab disappointment, 
with the British being particularly blamed for the 
long year of drift and delay. 

As I went on my way to Jeddah and Sanaa reflect- 
ing on the apparently hopeless situation and the 
likelihood of terrible consequences from the 
accelerating drift to disaster, I realized more clearly 
against the dreadful background what the settle- 
ment must be. 

Peace cannot be established on the domination 
by force of one side over the other. There must be 
freedom and equality. The Palestinians must be 
freed if ever Israel is to be secure. In Jerusalem 
there cannot be peace if one ride subdues the other 
by force. There must be both a free Palestine and a 
secure IsraeL In Jerusalem there must be an Arab 
Jerusalem with no barriers — a holy city not divided 
by domination but- united in equality. Jerusalem 
must be not a barrier but a gateway to peace. 

The basis and justification for such a comprehen- 
sive peace settlement have been obvious for a long 
time. Does the present ugly situation from Gaza to 
the Golan rule out any hope of its attainment? And, 
if not, how could the present deadlock be broken? 

Not by the two rides alone. As so~often when 
there is a deep-seated conflict there is no prospect 
of the two adversaries coming together of their own 
accord. In the Middle East they are now further 
apart than ever. The only hope is for an impartial 
and comprehensive plan for peace which neither 
ride would propose but winch both can eventually 
accept. And where could such a plan be prepared 
and promoted? 

I believe that the only hope is that the E ur o peans 
will revive and pursue their Venice initiative at the 
United Nations. President Mitterrand’s dear call in 
Jerusalem for a Palestinian state and fee support 
which the Venice declaration received throughout 
Europe shows fee way — the way to bring the two 
superpowers back to their agreement in 1967, the 
way to give peace and security to both Palestinians 
and Israelis, fee way to save the Middle East from 
what -may be the most dangerous situation in the 
world. 





Kirkpatrick and company lash out at U.N,

UNITED NATIONS — 

If the United States is ignored, despised and revi- 
led In tbe United Nations as U.S. Ambassador 
Jeane Kirkpatrick claims, Americans in growing 
numbers seem to be just as negative about tbe Uni- 
ted Nations. "Get the U.S. out of the U.N.” signs 
have long been a feature in tbe hinterland. Right- 
w ing groups have been gunning for the organization 
for years. 

Lately, voices that were hitherto more moderate 
and even sympathetic to tbe U.N. have been raised 
‘ in criticism — among them, three recent Democra- 
tic secretaries of state. 

Secretary- General Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
whose appointment to succeed Kurt. Waldheim was 
portrayed by Mrs. Kirkpatrick as offering bope for 
better times, is pained by the attacks but has not yet 
responded publicly. Undersecretary General 
Brian Urquhart, Perez de Cuellar’s most senior adv- 
iser, said bluntly however that criticisms of tbe U.N. 
displayed “great ignorance.” In a television interv- 
iew, he said that some Americans and > other Western 
critics simply cannot get used- to the changed global 
geopolitical map. 

Asnobody seemed able to solve the world’s prob- 
lems, '*Jf s nice to have atfmstitution to blame,” he 
said, adding -that the U.N. filled that role beauti- 
fully. 

Urquhart said the organization was essential to 
all its members, “especially to the great ones.” 
They, in particular, should not forget that it was the 
place they always came to when they were on collis- 
ion course and wanted to avert a clash — “when 
they are scared stiff..;and people really see the abyss 
looming.” 

Kirkpatrick told a conference of the American 
Legion, a predominantly conservative group, that 
the U.N. exacerbates and extends conflicts instead 
of resolving them and, on tbe whole, is “a very 
dismal show” 

Perez de Cuellar rejected the contention. Urqub- 
art said the American delegate did not have a very 
good argument. After Israels annexation of the - 
Golan Heights in December, was it better, Urqub- 
art asked rhetorically, to have tbe U.N. General 
Assembly debate the Golan affair and adopt a reso- - 
lution censuring the Israelis, or see Israel and Syria 
go to war? 

The resolution against the Israelis — who, Kirkp- 
atrick s-v*. but P< zde Cuellar disagrees, are tre- 
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afed like pariahs — caused Mayor Edward Koch of 
New York to call the organization immoral, hypocr- 
itical and cowardly. He also charged that the Third 
World states which make up the bulk of fee menEbe- 
rship are subservient to tbe Soviet Union. 

“Nonsense,” Urquhart replied. He advised the 
mayor to study the voting records. “I think one has 
got to' remember that the U.N. is in New York and 
feat obviously the politics of New York and the 
politics of the United States are therefore a relevant 
factor in the way people react to U.N. decisions,” he 
said. “ We should not be too distracted by that.” 

Militant U.S. supporters of Israeli policies evi- 
dently are behind some of the severest criticisms of 
the United Nations. There are a good many of them 
in New York, more of whose citizens are Jewish 
than there are Israelis in all of Israel, and where' 
ethnics and politics traditionally go hand in hand. 

The American Jewish Committee helped to ass- 
emble the latest negative report, which former Seo 
retaries of State Cyrus Vance, Edmund Muskie and 
Dean Rusk endorsed. So did Henry Cabot Lodge, 
who was President Eisenhower’s campaign mana- 
ger and the chief U.N. delegat? from 1953 until 
1 960, when he ran unsuccessfully for vice president. 

This f group urged the Reagan administration 1o 
reassess its policy toward the U.N„ whose Third 
World majority, tbe report claimed, frequently 
imposed grossly biased resolutions. ' 

• The authors denounced both the General Asse- 
mbly and the Security Council which, they said, 
“has repeatedly failed to act against, condemn, or 
even consider” several threats to peace. 

Another group, the right-wing Heritage Founda- 
tion, found even more fault. A study conducted by a ' * 
team led by Dr. Juliana Pilon described tbe UJSi. as 
senile. Their wrath at the U.N. would be even grea- 
ter if Americans realized how much they paid for ft,, 
she said. 

Under an assessment system, tbe U.S. is manda- 
ted to contribute 25 percent of the regular- U .N. 
budget, compared to the Soviet Union’s 13 percent, 
tbe second largest amount On top of that, fee U.S. 
government has handed over huge voluntary dona- 
tions for various UJN. programs, including peacek- 
eeping. Moscow’s gifts have been small and irregu- 
lar, and often in non-convertible and therefore unu- 
sable roubles. 

Dr. Pilon estimated that from 1964 to 1980 tbe - 
U.N. cost U.S. taxpayers S10 billion and last year 
alone U.S. regular and voluntary contributions tota- 
led $850 miflioa. 

According to Kirkpatrick, the U.S. is not happy 
about having to underwrite an organization it finis 
sadly wanting. But in her remarks to the American 
Legion she stopped short of threatening financial 
reprisals against the U.N. 

However, the U.S. is said, unusually, to be among 
several countries that have been tardy about paying 
their dues this year, causing the U.N. a severe liqui- 
dity problem. 

Since he. took office on Jan. 1, Perez de Cuellar, 
has ordered strict economies; Among other measu- - 
res be demanded. a reduction of 70' million pages 
this year in. the huge volume of documents that 
pours daily from the printing presses and nrimeo--.

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A 3,000 year-old art 

Craftsman blows, draws glass 
into elegant, useful shapes 


By Jean Grant 


AL KHOBAR — Moussa Taller scoops 
out a blob of molten glass from the fiery 
furnace. Lightly he blows on a hollow pipe 
the length of a pool stick; and as easily as a 
child blows a soap bubble, Taher blows a vase 
from the orange- hot glob of glass.. 1 

Taher himself is at play in bis Gulf Glass 
Factory. Once be bas produced his phenom- 
enal quota of 2,000 press- molded glasses, 
which normally takes eight hours, he turns to 
the 3000 year-old art of the glass-blower. 

The techniques for glass blowing, first dev- 
eloped in the first century B.C.. -later spread 
with the conquests of the Roman Empire. 

During the Dark Ages, this art was kept alive 
only in the Middle ; East. Europe had to wait 
until the rise of Venice in theRenaissance to 
rediscover the techniques that thrived Islamic 
lands. 


ing is the most common of the decorations, a 
threaded design, which circles around the 
surface of the glass. 

Much of Tahei's glass is hand- worked. He 
gives a nondescript blob of glass a few twists, 
and suddenly it sports a long neck, upswept 
tail, and beak; a couple of squeezes with a 
pair of clamps, and it has ridges like feathers: 
voUa, a 'glass swan to be a candy dish or ash 
tray has taken shape before your very eyes. 

Taher himself designed the styling machine 
which puts on these finishing touches on the 
handiwork. A spurt of Fire from it produces 
spouts and bandies. for pitchers. The yellow 
flame smoothes the glass as it licks its edges. 
It makes a crackling sound. 

The glass tumblers, pitchers and vases of 
th?t day’s work are stacked in an annealing 


kiln at 450 degrees Centigrade overnight to 
gradually cool off. The rejects, the failed pit- 
chers and goblets, lie heaped in a wheelbar- 
row nearby, ready to be dumped back again 
into the fiery furnace. 

The brown-eyed artisan says he knows of 
no other glassmakers in the country apart 
from the fully automatic operations at the 
bottling factories. Such operations chum out 
glassware in quantities so massive that no 
craftsman can hope to compete with them. 
“StiU.” Taher insists, “there wiD always be a 
place for glass-making as an individual craft.” 

And why not? Glass is a noble substance 
which admits light and plays with it. It can be 
molded, blown, cast or drawn into elegant 
and useful shapes, to delight the eye. 


In 1963, Taher learned the glass-making 
craft in Hebron, one of the most famous and 
historic of the glassmalring centers in the 
Levant. He smiles as be recalls those early 
days. He was born in Jenin, Palestine where 
his father was a farmer, but he was able to 
learn the craft from his uncle, one of Heb- 
ron's four glass-blowers. Since then, he has 
taught his brother, Youssef, and his cousin, 
Mahmoud Mutlaq. Moussa Taher came to 
Saudi Arabia four years ago to set up his 700 
square meter factory in Khobar Now his 
glass is found all over the Kmgdom. 

Basic training takes a minimum of a year, 
but Taher claims he is always getting new 
ideas and never stops learning. Proper train- 
ing is crucial since the glass- maker works 
quite literally with fire. 

Taber collects tons of discarded glass from 
places like the Pepsi Cola plant. He melts 
these in the special clay furnace built to withs- 
tand temperatures of 1400 degrees Centigr- 
ade. The diesel-fired furnace, which is made 
of clay because iron could not stand such 
beat, is kept going night and day. Scrap glass 
is pushed in at one end and the molten glass 
flows to the other, the working end. At any 
one time, seven- tons of molten glass lie ins- 
ide. Someone watches the furnace around the 
clock; a safety device automatically turns off 
. the furnace whenever the electricity is cut.

Civil war wrecking 
El Salvador economy

SAN SALVADOR (AFP) — Two years 
of civil war have wrecked El Salvadors econ- 
omy and its way of life. 

In this period 1 ,700 lorries and buses have 
been burned, seven out of ten bridges seriou- 
sly.. damaged and one-third of the country’ s 
railway lines tom up. Of the 20 locomotives 
that were running in iy79. no more than 
eight are left, and transport firm owners say 
that, on average, one bus is put out of commi- 
ssion each week. 

One only has to walk through the eastern 
part of the country — where the guerrillas 
have their stronghold — to realize the extent 
of the war damage. About 30 electricity gen- 
erators and numerous .telephone poles have 
been destroyed. The Orio Bridge over the 
River Lempa, about 70 kilometers (42 miles) 
from San Salvador, was blown up and cannot 
be rebuilt because of the constant presence of 
guerrillas. 

Nearly 30,000 people have been killed 
since the start of the war in 1 980. Another 
300,000 have fled to other Central American 
countries arid 200,000 are living in refugee 


camps in El Salvador. 

Children only five years old are going out 
to work, either shining shoes, selling newspa- 
pers or just begging. 

Official figures show there has been a 20 
percent recession during the two years. Infla- 
tion has risen to an annual rate of 50 percent 
and unemployment, according to a study by 
the central Salvadoran Bank, affects 30 per- 
cent of the working population. But these 
figures cannot be precise because of the war. 

The situation has been aggravated by the 
amount of money leaving the country — bet- 
ween $2,500 million to $3,000 million in two 
years. The low value of El Salvador's curre- 
ncy has put a brake on imports. Many factor- 
ies have no fuel and it is estimated that the 
reserves of raw materials could last only 60 
days^

BOGOTA (R) — The seizure in the United 
States of a bill ion- dollar cocaine shipment 
from Colombia has revealed the existence of 
a drug industry which dwarfs the Colombian 
government's law enforcement powers. 

Colombia's top narcotics official. Federal 
Prosecutor Jorge Penen, said the corruption 
power of drug money and the availability' of 
enormous areas of Colombia for drug cultiva- 
tion gave the smugglers the upper hand. "The 
government's take amounts to emptying the 
sea with a tea spoon." he said. 

Penen said the drug traders had vastly 


increased their financial power by moving 
from the self-contained syndicate structure to 
organizing loose corporations with "share- 
holders” not directly involved in the drug 
trade. 

The 1.600 kg (3.600 lb) cache seized 
recently in Miami aboard a Colombian cargo 
plane was described by U.S. customs officers 
as the biggest drug haul in U.S. history'. 

Penen said the haul, which had n street 
value of one billion dollars, would have taken 
at least five months and cost $25 million to 
assemble in the northern city of Medellin, 
where the plane flew from.

The cocaine was hidden in 22 cardboard 
boxes disguised as part of a consignnvm of 
clothing for Miami firms. 

Customs director Rafael Poveda said the 
magnitude of the operation indicated the 
involvement of customs agents. 

Penen said he was restricted by a vicious 
circle which prevents the attorney general's 
office adopting the U.S. authorities success- 
ful methods to trace the drug smugglers cash 
flow. 

"Laws on the secrecy of tax returns and 
bank current accounts require a court order, 
but there cannot be a court order without an 
indictment and the indictment cannot be 
obtained without the secret information," he 
said. 

U.S. sources said the Washington -backed 
campaign to destroy marijuana and cocoa 
plantations had been successful, especially on 
the northern Caribbean coast of Colombia. 

■ The destruction of about 50 percent of the 
coca plantations in the southern region bor- 
dering Ecuador did not represent a major 
setback for the traffickers, who concentrated 
on .the refining of coca paste imported from 
Pent ahd'Bolfyia. • \ j 

The ’sources said the mariniberos. as mari- 
juana traffickers are popularly known here, 
had also been hurt by the U.S. recession, the 
successful production of first-rate American 
marijuana and their own greed. 

"They tried to increase the weed’s weight 
by spraying it with chemicals and damaged 
their reputation in the U.S.. one U.S. dip- 
lomat said. 

The smugglers have countered the search 
and destroy operations by starting new plan- 
tations in the eastern plains, a largely uniha- 
bited flat area covering almost one third of 
Colombia. 

The major smugglers can use their Dakota 
aircraft in this region without building 
easily-detectable landing strips. Penen said. 

"The traffickers are like birds. When the 
weather gets rough, they emigrate," he 
added.

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Bioscientists attempting to harness germs in order to benefit mankind 


By WittJam Sexton 

TOKYO (LAT) — For more than a cen- 
tury, the primary enterprise of bioscientists 
has been killing germs. Now Japan is budding 
a vast new industry to breed germs — and 
harness them to mankind's use. 

The industry is called biotechnology. And 
Japanese planners expect it to change the 
2 1 st century as much as petroleum changed 
(he 20th. That’s because the resources on 
which today's energy, chemical and transport 
industries depend are running out On the 
other hand, it’s all that science can do to keep 
microbes from running wild. Researchers 
here are working urgently to capture the vast 
energy generated by microscopic plants and 
animals. 

Government departments from the 
Agriculture Ministry to the powerful Minis- 
try of International Trade and Industry have 
begun funding dozens of private businesses as 
well as national laboratories in the search for 
biotechnology applications in fuel produc- 
tion, chemicals, fertilizers, drugs and food. 
The private sector is spending even more. 

— Under the trade ministry's direction, 
four competitive teams involving nearly 20

People past 65 — at least 30 to 40 percent of the population — 
have blood pressure readings exceeding the World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO) standard of 160/95. 

Every elderly patient doesn't require drug treatment. The goal 
should be 1 60/90. As your doctor suggested, reducing weight and salt 
may negate the need for medicines. 

Only when blood pressure is consistently over 180/100 in the 
elderly, are drugs usually necessary. In most elderly patients with 
hypertension only a simple diuretic drug may be all that is necessary. 

Cheer up. Mrs. M„ I doubt that your doctor will fmd-you have a 
serious blood pressure problem 

Dear Dr. Steincrohru Is there such a condition as allergy to air 
conditioning? I love summer but bate air conditioning. 

I suffer whenever I go into an air-conditioncd market, restaurant, 
theater or beauty shop.

There are three tricks to perfecting the new 
technology, and Japan is pushing mil speed 
despite recessionary conditions that have 
most governments (and their private sectors) 
cutting research and development. 


The first changes the hereditary mechan- 
ism of cells through gene-splicing to create 
new and useful forms of microbes. It is some- 
what comparable to the way selective natural 
breeding a generation ago created meatier 
turkeys and disease-resistant hybrid corns. 

The second involves design of mass culture 
facilities in which the new domesticated 
germs can be reared in large quantities, end- 
ing the dependence on laboratory animals 
and other living sources. • 

The third utilizes “bioreactOTS” in which 
microbes can be immobilized to do their work 
in a sort of biological assembly line. 

The microscopic organisms thus invented, 
bred and harnessed can be used to produce 
enzymes that break down other materials 
(like bagasse) into alcohol (for motor fuel), 
or to make amino acids useful in medication 
or to process raw materials into industrial 
chemicals now obtained from expensive and 
diminishing petroleum feedstocks. 

In gene-splicing techniques, Japan admit- 
tedly lags considerably behind the United 
States. A number of Japanese firms, in fret, 
license American patents in research and 
production. The Japanese strength is on the 
production side. 


This running start is based on a sophisti- 
cated fermentation industry, a major sector 
of the economy that produces diet staples like 
soy sauce and bean curd. The big brewers 
graduated into antibiotics and other 
medicines, then enzymes, amino aridg and 
the now-famous food additive msg (rnono- 
SOdhnn glutamate). 

The Hong Kong-based Far Eastern 
Economic Review calculates that by 1980 the 
output of various microbiological processes 
in Japan hit S50 billion a year — that’s 5 
percent of die GNP and challenging Japan's 
vaunted electrical and electronics industry in 
value. 

The brewers have strong domestic compet- 
ition, and that adds force to the biotechnol- 
ogy onslaught Because the country possesses 
no domestic petroleum or coal to speak of 
and must import xnostotber zaw materials, there's 
increasing investment in microbiological 
engineering by the old-line chemical firms 
presently dependent on petroleum feeds- 
tocks or manufacturing processes that eat up 
energy. One prediction holds that within 20 
years biotech processes mil have replaced at 
least one -third of the petroleum used in 
industrial chemical production. 


Mitsubishi Chemical Industries, for 
instance, already has five - patents in gene- 
splicing and more on file. In the reactor field, 
MCI also has perfected an . immobilized 
enzyme process reproduces 40 percent of 
the world’s com sweeteners, the new. 
replacement for more expensive sugars in 
most processed foods and beverages. 

_ Tie race for petroleum substitutes pro- 
vides a textbook illustration of teamwork 
between government. and industry.

‘Enclaves’ help immigrants succeed, 
they then hire, promote their peers

WASHINGTON (LAT) — Immigrants to 
the United States may make better economic 
progress if they remain in "enclaves” where 
they stan their own businesses rather than 
scattering around the country to remain low- 
income wage earners, according to a Johns 
Hopkins University professor. 

Alejandro Portes, who studied Cuban and 
Mexican immigrants from their time of entry 
through their first six years in the United 
States, said that "concentration of immig- 
rants in a specific geographic area, might not 
be the problem it has generally. been per- 
ceived to be.” 

Portes, a Cuban immigrant who is now a 
U.S. citizen and a professor of social rela- 
tions, said foe key to advancement seems to 
be whether foe community has an “entrep- 
reneurial class” of people who start their own 
businesses. 

Id foe case of foe Cubans, who live in. what 
Portes calls an “economic enclave” in Miami, 
more than 20 percent of the immigrants be 
interviewed became self-employed in their 
fust six years here. 

By comparison, of foe 455 Mexicans who 
entered the country at Laredo and El Paso. 
Texas in 1973, only one was self-employed in 
1979 when the study ended. The remainder 
were wage earners at various cities around 


the country. 

Portes, who. 'distinguishes between a "bar- 
rio” where people of similar ethnic back- 
ground live and an "enclave” where they 
both live and work, said the problem for 
those jiving in enclaves is that they are slower 
to learn English and take longer to “melt” 
into the U.S. society. 

However, foe study also showed that those 
who sought more education and learned 
English were the ones who were increasingly 
aware of discrimination against them as an 


ethnic group as they moved outside their 
communities. *• ' > ' 

"The greater the education, foe greater the 
knowledge of English, foe greater is their 
perception of discrimination ” Portes said. 

Portes said that although many of the his- 
torical "enclaves” formed in this country 
were the result of political upheaval in the 
immigrants native lanfo "you don’t need to 
have a revolution in order to create this land 
of economic community.” . 


Sri Lankan eyes are appreciated 


COLOMBO, — Famous for its tea and 
precious stones, no commodity that Sri 
Lanka sends abroad isappredated as much as 
the most delicate of human organs: the eyes. 

The rich and foe poor, foe lowly and foe 
mighty — all donate their eyes after their 
deaths to foe Eye Donation Society. Among 
those who have done so are President 
Jayawardene and former Prime Minister 
Sirimavo Bandaranaflee. And so has Dr. 
Hudson Silva, ah. eye surgeon and the man 
who founded .foe society m 1961. 

Back in 1967, H took Egyptian theologians 
to convince Pakistanis that not only was 
conieal grafting doctrinafly possible, it must 
also be encouraged.

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U.S. releasing proof Malaysia poll 
of Soviet lethal war 


WASHINGTON, March 22 (AP) — The 
Reagan administration finally is releasing a 
report designed to prove its charges that the 
Soviet Union has -killed thousands of people 
by using chemical warfare in Afghanistan and 
Southeast Asia. 

The report, expected to be about 100 
pages, is a declassified version of a secret 
national intelligence estimate prepared by 
the CLA, It contains “hard evidence” about 
the Soviet use of the weapons, according to 
sources who decline to be identified. 

Starting last fall, a number of top administ- 
ration officials have charged that the Soviets 
arc using chemical weaponsrfn Afghanistan, 
Laos and Cambodia. Last month. Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig said the United 
States had “incontrovertible evidence” that 
" scores of thousands of non-combatants in all 
three target areas" have been killed. 

On Sunday, Vice President George Bush, 
speaking at an “Afghanistan Day” reception, 
said the Soviets “have opened pandora's box 


of modem warfare. They've used chemicals 
— nerve agents, phosgene oxime, perhaps 
mycotoxins, and others. Over 3.000 deaths 
alone have been attributed to these ” 

A' group of United Nations officials who 
investigated the U.S. charges said last month 
they could oeilher verify nor refute the 
charges involving Afghanistan, where Soviet 
militaty forces have been fighting Afghan 
patriots since the Soviets entered the country 
in 1979- 

The Soviets have consistently denied the 
U.S: allegations and have said the charges are 
propaganda aimed at winning support for the 
Reagan administration's plans to resume 
production 'of U.S. chemical weapons. 

The United States has not produced chem- 
ical weapons since former president Richard 
Nixon banned them in 1979, but President 
Ronald Reagan's ' proposed budget for the 
i 9S3 fiscal year includes S705 million for 
■chemical programs. 


KUALA LUMPUR, March 22 (R) — 
Malaysian Prime Minister Datuk Mahathir 
Muhammad Sunday announced the dissolu- 
tion of parliament and said elections would 
be held next month.

LONDON, March 22 ( AP) — The father 
of the last man in Britain to be reprieved 
from hanging said Monday that he should 
have been executed. Alf Cooper, 68. made 
his view known as a campaign developed to 
restore capital punishment, abolished by 
parliament in 1965 except for treason. 

“My son is a convicted murderer. He 
should have been hanged for what he did,” 
Cooper told the tabloid Sun. His son 
Ronald, now’ 44. is on parole after serving 
15 years of a life sentence for shooting 
businessman Joseph Hayes to death, rob- 
bing him of 1 .800 pounds (then $4,860) and 
injuring Hayes’ wife. 

The killer fled to the United States and 
was arrested in Nassau, Bahamas. He was 
tried in 1 964 and reprieved in 1965 as parli- 
ament prepared for the vital vote. Alf 
Cooper said he visited his son iri the death 
Lcel! every day and he was “arrogant right 


the way through. When I heard he had been 
reprieved I wasn’t a bit overjoyed.” 

Id another interview about his son Alf 
Cooper told a radio reporter Monday: “I 
think it was a wicked thing he did and I 
believe in capital punishment. In my view, a 
murderer should be hanged.” 

The Police Federation, representing

NEW YORK. March 22 (AP) — Britain;® 
chancellor of the exchequer says economic 
recovery in Britain is beginning to take 
place while getting inflation down, according 
xo Newsweek 

Sir Geoffrey Howe is reported to have told 
Newsweek in an interview that “it seems 
probable that we will be the first government 
Mice 1 95 1 to achieve a lower average level of 
inflation than its predecessor.” 

The British finance chief who is the leading 
voice for Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher’ s 
economic policies, also asserts, according to 
the American news magazine, that the 
Tories' economic strategy has succeeded in 
“breaking the long-running upward march of 
inflation and inflationary expectations .** 

In its forthcoming issue Newsweek quotes 
Howe as saying that the British are watching 


the economic situation in the United States 
because “we do have a massive interest in the 
United States' success in beating inflation 
and stabilizing the dollar because it plays such 
a key role in the world market.” 

He is also reported to have said that Bri- 
tain's chief concern is “whether the United 
States can achieve a fiscal policy compatible 
with its monetary restraint without keeping 
interest rates unduly high.” 

“One of the most important things we have 
put into place is the concept of looking at 
monetary ‘and fiscal planning several years 
ahead,” he says. “I don’t know what the 
unemployment figure will be when we even- 
tually come to the election.” Howe tells 
Newsweek when asked whether he thinks the 
Conservative Party can win re-election with 
three million unemployed.

DETROIT, March 22 (R) — General 
Motors, the biggest U.S. car manufacturer, 
and the United Auto Workers Union said 
they reached tentative agreement on a new 
labor contract Sunday night after 37 hours of 
non-stop bargaining. 

The proposed accord was similar in most 
respects to one ratified last month by the 
' union’ $ membership at the Ford Motor Com- 
pany under which the workers agreed to ■ 
forego wage increases in return for greater job 
security. 

Industry estimated that the contract would 
save General Motors more than $2 billion. It 
will be considered by the union's General 
Motors Council in Chicago on Thursday and, 
if approved, go to rank-and-file membership 
for a vote. 

The proposed contract does not include an 
annual pay increase and it defers cost-of- 
living rises for nine months. But General 
Motors agreed to recall 10,000 of its 150,000 
workers now on idefinite lay-off and to reo- 
pen four of seven plants it dosed in February. 

Union president Douglas Fraser told repo- 
rters that this was the most difficult single 
issue of the negotiations. 

Alfred Warren, General Motors vice pres- 
ident for industrial relations, said the comp- 
any was very pleased with the agreement. It 
included a profit-sharing plan based on the 
company’s net worth and assets, whereas 
Ford's profit-sharing was based on sales in 
North America. 

Fraser said be believed the General Motors 
formula was probably the better way to han- 
dle profit-sharing m the long run. General 
Motors recorded a profit of $333 million in 
1981, while Ford lost $1.1 billion.-

BANGKOK, March 22 (AP) — Food sup- 
ply and distribution systems in Asia will be a 
focal -point when delegates from 37 countries 
gather here Tuesday for the38th annual ses- 
sion of the U.N. Economic and Social Com- 
mission for Asia and the Pacific (ESCAP). 

Fifteen government ministers or deputies 
are scheduled to appear at the regional U.N. 
forum to discuss cooperation in rural 
development, trade, social welfare, indus- 
trialization. the environment, population, 
health, transport and information. 

Emphasis will be on the food situation in 
Asa — where up to 640 million people are 
affected by varying degrees of undernour- 
ishment as the region's need for cereal 
imports has increased in recent years. 

ESCAP Executive Secretary Shamsul Kib- 
ria told a press conference Monday that Asia 
contained both food deficit and food surplus 
countries and the way was open for its 
developing countries to harmonize produc- 
tion and distribution. 

He said that a special meeting of delegation 
heads would be held Wednesday to discuss 
propositions on food distribution and pro- 
duction. Some 29 developing Asian and 
Pacific countries and territories are attend- 
ing, along With the United States, the Soviet 
Union, Japan, Australia, New Zealand, 
France, Netherlands, and the United King- 
dom. 

Two months ago, Kibria brought attention 
to ESCAP's move to promote establishment 
of an Asian food bank, an institution which 
could embody many of the concepts being 
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discussed for improvement id regulating 
. food, trade and transportation. 

He said then that an “initiative of ideas" 
was necessary to develop and implement sug- 
; gestions already put forward by the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Oiganization for reg- 
ional food security. "There are immense pos- 
sibilities for promoting investment in agricui- 
. ture," Kibria said Monday, adding that the 
field of management and trade information 
could also come under the concept of a food 
bank. 

; He gave an example of deficiencies in these 
fields in his native Bangladesh: Dacca’s food 
import orders had to be conducted by cable 
through London, causing disadvantages 
because there was no regional institution 
tailored for its requirements. 

- He said that establishment of a food bank 
embodying security reserves for the whole 
region could proceed piecemeal, perhaps 
over two. five or 10 years. ESCAP studies 
have already suggested bulk food purchasing 
and shipment for greater economy, more 
reliance on forward contracts and setting up a 
regional information system.

Dollar rates forge ahead

JEDDAH, March 22 — The dollar made 
more gains against the’ major continental 
European currencies Monday, with the 
French franc again losing ground to fall to 
6.2460 levels at one stage. Eurodollar 
deposit rates were generally firm with fluc- 
tuations of between 1/16* to v # percent 
recorded during the day, taking the one- 
year deposit level to 15 , /6-15V 4 percent. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices 
opened firmer at $34 8.70 an ounce which is 
up over Friday closing' rates of S31 6.60 an 
ounce in New York. Bullion dealers were 
cautious in their assessment, however, that 
gold prices can sustain price levels of 
S31 9-325 an ounce. With the American 
currency remaining strong, there is even 
more pressure on gold prices to be volatile 
during the coming week. 

In the local markets, riyal rates continued 
to be stable with only minor variations in 
rates recorded compared to Sunday closing 
levels. The exchange markets however, 
were described as being extremely active, 
compared to some dull trading on Sunday. 

Most eyes however, were turned toward 
the European markets Monday. The money- 
markets were still awaiting for more Euro- 
pean interest rates cut by the central banks 
and this put several currencies under pres- 
sure. The Italian lire fell to 1.318 to the 
dollar while the German mark slipped by 
about 100 points to 2.3850 from Friday's 
2.3760 levels. It was the French franc that 
was under the most pressure, falling to 
below 6.2400 after it had seemed to stage a 
brief rally in New York the previous Friday 
to 6.1 9 levels. The British pound was stable 
at 1.8030 levels for most of the day and 
Vgealers were confident that unless there 


were major changes in oil prices, sterling 
would be able to sustain its present levels. 
The yen on the other hand came under 
repeated selling pressure in London and 
Frankfurt and lost ground from 243.60 to 
244.80 at one stage. 

In other currency news, the Swiss franc 
was also slightly weaker at 1.9010 levels 
from 1 .8960 on Friday. On the whole the 
dollar seemed to be benefiting from the pre- 
sent confusion surrounding possible cur- 
rency devaluation within rhe European 
Monetary System, especially the French 
franc and Italian lire. Last week's U.S. 
money supply figures which showed a fall of 
$400 million in the Ml measuremenx did 
not seem to have affected the European 
markets either. 

On the local exchanges, spot riyal'dollar 
rates opened at 3.4193-03 levels but soon 
reached 3.4205 - 1 0 in some heavy trading as 
the dollar rose in European exchanges. 
Commercial demand of all currencies was 
also reported to be strong. 

In the local money markets, rival deposit 
rates were generally stable with no rises 
recorded during the day in the fixed tenors, 
but some sharp rises seen in the short-dated 
funds. Week-fixed was quoted at 15-16 
percent levels at one stage compared with 
14-15 on Thursday and the overnight funds 
were trading heavily at 15 percent levels. In 
the longer tenors, the one-year deposit was 
quoted at l.V'i-U percent.

blasts off 
for 7-day 
mission 

CAPE CANAVERAL, March 22 (R) — 
The U.S. space shuttle Columbia blasted off 
Monday on a seven-day flight, its third and 
longest mission so far. The delta-winged 
craft, carrying astronauts Jack Lousma and 
Gordon Fullerton, took off an hour late due 
to a last minute problem with some ground 
support equipment. 

At 1 1 a.m. ( 1 600 GMT). Columbia rode a 
plume of flame up into the sky over the 
Atlantic Ocean. Shortly afterward it rolled 
over to an upside down position as it arced 
over the ocean. 

A little more than two minutes into the 
flight. Columbia jettisoned the two booster 
rockets that helped propel it off the launch 
pad. The two 150-foot (45-meter) boosters, 
their million pounds (500,000 kg) of solid 
fuel spent, fell back into the ocean, where two 
ships were waiting to retrieve them. They 
carried their own parachutes, which deployed 
automatically as they fell toward earth. 

The spacecraft continued to climb toward 
orbit, propelled by its three liquid fuel main 
engines. It disappeared momentarily into a 
cloud, then emerged still trailing its pillar of 
fire. Eight and a half minutes after blast-off, 
Columbia reached orbital height and the main 
engines automatically cut off. 

The giant orange-brown fuel tank, which 
carried 700.000 kg of liquid oxygen and hyd- 
rogen. was then separated from the spacec- 
raft. The blimp-like tank fell toward earth, 
burning tip as it re-entered the atmosphere 
over the Indian Ocean. 

The launch from the seaside spaceport was 
witnessed by an estimated one million people 
who crammed beaches and roadways for 
miles around. It was also broadcast live by all 
the major American television networks. 
Space center officials played host to 
thousands of government officials, dip- 
lomats, former astronauts and other dig- 
nitaries. 

The trip is the second into space for 46- 
year-old Marine Corps Col. Lousma and the 
first for Air Force Col. Fullerton, 45. The two 
astronauts Sunday declared that “the bird is 
ready.” Then they went to bed early, believ- 
ing the extra sleep would come in handy dur- 
ing the arduous work ahead. Lousma’s first 
trip into space, made aboard the Skylab space 
station in 1973, lasted 59 days. 

The primary objective of the week-long 
mission is to make a detailed examination of 
the space environment immediately sur- 
rounding the orbiting delta-winged Cotum - 
bio. Scientists are concerned not only with 
how the orbitcr may be affected by its travels 
through space, but also with its own impact 
on its surroundings. 

Flying 130 nautical miles up in the ionos- 
phere, the spacecraft passes through a stream 
of highly charged particles — solar wind — 
emanating from the sun. These energetic par- 
ticles arc expected to have an impact on the 
scientific experiments on board the shuttle 
and the Columbia ’ s delicate instruments will 
be measuring these effects. 

Two instruments carried by Columbia will 
be lifted out of its cargo bay by the shuttle’s 
long mechanical arm and waved around to 
take measurements. On the last mission, the 
50-foot ( 1 5-mcterl arm Failed to function 
properly and a goal for this mission is to give 
it a thorough flexing for several hours each 
dav.

Coalition future at stake 

Schmidt party loses in state elections 


BONN, March 22 (Agencies) — The 
Social Democratic Party (SPD) of West 
German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt has 
taken a battering in the first of four state 
elections this year which could decide the 
future of Bonn's left-liberal coalition. 

Editorial writers predicted that if the trend 
persisted in two more state polls this year in 
Hamburg and Hesse, the days of Schmidt’s 
government would be numbered. The SPD 
leaders are meeting in Bonn Monday night to 
discuss the Lower Saxony setback. 

Voters in the northern state of Lower Sax- 
ony gave a 50.7 percent majority Sunday to 
the conservative Christian Democrats 
(CDU), who have formed the local govern- 
ment in Hanover since 1 976 but are in oppos- 
ition at federal level. It was the best local 
result in CDU history and was seen as a per- 
sonal boost for state Premier Ernst Albrecht, 
51, who ranks as a contender for nomination 
as the party’s next candidate for chancellor. 

Albrecht and CDU party leader Helmut 
Kohl said afterward that the result reflected 
loss of faith in the Social Democrats' ability 
to govern the country. Kohl said the loser in 
the elections had been Chancellor Schmidt 
and not local SPD leader Karl Ravens. 


Provisional official results 

announced Sunday night showed a CDU gain 
of two percent since the previous state elec- 
tions in 1978. The Social Democrats lost 
nearly six percent, to finish with 36.5 percent 
of the vote. Most of the gains from the SPD 
decline appeared to have gone to the 
environmentalist and anti-nuclear “ Greens,” 
who netted 6.5 percent and will be rep- 
resented in the Landtag (state parliament) 
for the first time. 

The liberal Free Democrats (FDP), 
Schmidt's junior coalition partners, also 
gained ground and took 5.9 percent. In 1978 
they failed to clear the minimum five percent 
required for state parliamentary seats. 

The SPD leader, former Chancellor Willy 
Brandt, acknowledged on television that 
speculation about the government’s survival 
had made voters uncertain. The coalition, 
which has been wracked by disputes over 
economic and nuclear arms policy, had failed 
to present a convincing image, he said. 

The disaccord centers on economic policy, 
the deployment of U.S. missiles in West 
Germany at the end erf next year,. West Ger- 
many's relations with the United States and 
the stance it has taken toward the Soviet 


Union with regard to the state of martial law 
in Poland. • 

At the same time the government’s credi- 
bility has been undermined by persistent 
rumors of a cabinet reshuffle, the defection of 
two former SPD deputies last week to form a 
splinter party farther to the left, and the fact 
that the ministers of finance and economics 
are at present under investigation in connec- 
tion with a vast scandal involving 
irregularities in party funding. 

The severe defeat sustained by the SPD 
Sunday serves as a grim warning to the chan- 
cellor’s party, which must at an costs hold on 
to its majority in the state elections in Ham- 
burg and Hesse later in the year. The Christian 
Democrats already control seven of the 1 1 
state legislatures. 

More immediately the defeat also means 
that the Lower Saxony Christian Democrats 
are in a position to use their votes in the 
Bundestag the upper bouse of the West 
Germain parliament, to block an early 
increase in value-added tax, which the gov- 
ernment needs to finance its ambitious 
scheme for creating jobs. This would be 
another setback to the chancellor and his 
party.

Jail terms demanded 
for Dozier kidnappers 

VERONA, Northern Italy, March 22 
(AFP) — The prosecution in the trial of U.S. 
Gen. James Lee Dozier's alleged kidnappers 
asked here Monday for a total of 371 years 
and eight months of prison for the 17 defen- 
dants, of whom eight are still at large. 

Only 14 years were demanded for main 
defendant Antonio Savasta, who has cooper- 
ated with police since his arrest, under a 1 979 
law on reducing sentences for those who have 
“repented.” Savasta will also be tried for 17 
murders he has admitted. 

The heaviest sentences were sought against 
the eight still at large and against Cesare di 
Lenar do, 23. the only one of the general's 
alleged captors to refuse to “ repent.” Gen. 
Dozier, an officer in NATO's European 
command, was kidnapped from his home in 
Verona on Dec. 1 7 arid freed in a 90-second 
Italian police raid on Jan. 28. 

2 Ethiopians injured 

BERLIN, March 22 (AP) — Two Ethio- 
pians were seriously injured Monday when 
explosives they were handling exploded in 
their downtown West Berlin hotel room, 
police said. One of the Ethiopians lost both 
hamls jn the blast and the other suffered seri- 
ous face and other injuries. 

The blast caused extensive damage to the 
hotel and cars parked nearby, officers added.

Colorado, 
March 22 (R) — NATO’s plans to modernize 
its nuclear missile force ■ aimed at the Soviet 
Union came under scrutiny at a meeting of 
the Western alliance’s defense ministers here 
Monday. 

The plan, agreed by the ministers in 1979 
and reaffirmed last year, calls for the 
deployment of 464 Cruise missiles and 108 
Pershing missiles to counter the estimated 300 
mobile SS-20 missiles already installed by the 
Soviet Union. 

U.S. officials said the defense ministers 
would dismiss as a meaningless ploy the 
unilateral freeze orrthe deployment of SS-20 
missiles in the western part of the Soviet 
Union announced last week by. President 
Leonid Brezhnev. President Ronald Reagan 
ha said that. the. freeze only maintains the 
present Soviet advantage. . 

The officials said the ministers of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization would press 
ahead with plans to start installing Pershing 


missiles, which have a range of 1,600 kms, in 
West Germany next year. They said they did 
not think growing anti-nuclear aims senti- 
ment in Western Europe would delay the 
plans, although neither Belgium nor the 
Netherlands has yet agreed to have the mis- 
siles based on their territory. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Wein- 
berger is' expected to report to the other 
ministers on the Soviet-American negotia- 
tions on mutual missile reductions being held 
in Geneva. Little progress has been made in 
the talks, which began Nov. 30. 

The ministers will also prepare an assess- 
ment of the relative strengths of NATO and 
Warsaw Pact military forces, with the aim of 
winning public support for military spending 
by stressing the Communist bloc’s advantage. 

The meeting is being held near Denver, 
Colorado, at the headquarters of the North 
American Air Defense Command and U.S. 
Air Force Academy. 


Iraqi diplomat shot dead in Beirut 


BEIRUT, March 22 (R) — Unidentified, 
gunmen Monday shot dead an Iraqi diplomat 
near his embassy in an eastern Beirut suburb, 
Beirut radio reported. 

Third Secretary Ali Hajem Sultan was the 
latest victim of violence against diplomatic 
missions in Lebanon. The gunmen fled after 
firing at Sultan about 500 meters from Iraq’s 
new embassy at Hazmiych. 

The former embassy building in westBeirut 


was wrecked by an explosion last December 
and about 60 persons, including the ambas- 
sador, were killed. • 

.. The Lebanese cabinet decided last week to 
form a special force to help protect embassies 
against bombings and other attacks. Kuwait 
and Jordan sent most of their staff home this 
month' on extended leave after a wave of car 
bombings in west Beirut, where most Arab 
embassies are located.

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Tremors make 
1,000 homeless 
in south Italy 


NAPLES, Italy, March 22 (R) — More 
than 1 ,000 persons were homeless after earth 
tremors across southern Italy Sunday, accor- 
ding to first official assessments Monday. 

Some towns suffered damage to 80 percent ; 
of their buildings, but only slight injuries 
were reported in the tremors that rocked a 
huge stretch of Campania, Basilicata and 
Calabria, the area hit by a devastating quake 
m l 980. One official said the light casualties 
were a miracle. 

The governmenfs higfa commissioner for. 
civfl protection, Giuseppe Zamberietti, was 
coordinating relief efforts with officials here 
and families were being housed in mobile 
homes and unoccupied holiday hotels on the 
coast. 

The 1 ' two towns worst hit by the tremors 
were Maratea on the Calabria coastal strip 
and Papasidero near Cosenza. In Papasidero 
80 percent of the honses were uninhabitable, 
the town center was sealed off for fear of 
collapsing buildings and hundreds spent the 
night in cars and railway carriages. 

Engineers took 25,000 liters of drinking- 
water to Maratea Monday after the supply 
was cut. More than 500 persons were forced, 
to leave their homes in its medieval center. 

Across the' area people were reported calm 
after initial panic when the shocks struck 
Sunday morning. But many were reluctant to 
return home with cracks in their ancient 
wails. Teams of -engineers and technicians 
were sent to check damage and repair build- 
ings, many of which are still in shaky structu- 
ral condition after the 1980 quake. 

Storm kills 28 
in S. Philippines 

MANILA, March 22 (AP) — At least 28 
persons were ltifled and 41 reported missing 
in the wake of storm .Mamie which strode 
eight Philippine provincesiast weekend.
